In the Written Opinion for the corresponding International 
Application, the International Preliminary Examining Authority 
opined that Claims 1-3 and 8-13 lack novelty under PCT Article 
33(2) as being anticipated by Bergersen, U.S. Patent No. 
5,645,420. Further, the International Preliminary Examining 
Authority opined Claims 1-4 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) 
as being anticipated by Bergersen, U.S. Patent No. 5,876,199. 
In addition, the International Preliminary Examining Authority 
opined Claims 1-3 and 5 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as 
being anticipated by Bergersen, U.S. Patent No. 5,037,294. 
Still further, the International Preliminary Examining Authority 
opined Claims 14-17, 19 and 20 lack novelty under PCT Article 
33(2) as being anticipated by Andrews, U.S. Patent No. 
4,591,341. 

Furthermore, the International Preliminary Examining 
Authority opined that Claim 6 lacks an inventive step under PCT 
Article 33(3) as being obvious over Bergersen, U.S. Patent No. 
5, 645, 420 in view of Watson et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,328,362; 
Claims 7 and 18 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) 
as being obvious over Bergersen, U.S. Patent No. 5,645,420 in 



view of Andrews, U.S. Patent No. 4,591,341. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant submits that all claims 
of the application are patentably distinguishable over the 
teachings of the above references, taken singly or in 
combination. Early consideration of the application is, 

therefore , requested .
